It is true 
the letters sent out by the Premier at the 
first of the year, inviting consent of the bond- 
dealers to a refunding, did not bring responses 
But there is no ground to suppose the Bond 
Dealers’ Association speaks for the thousands of 
people—many of them of Alberta 
who have in confidence of good faith loaned 
money to the province. The basis of that con- 
fidence has been destroyed. They are simply 
told they will get 2% per cent and no more— 
and may draw their own conclusions as to the

In detail as in manner the method of re- 
duction is unfair. 
Alike the person who holds 4% per cent 


bonds and the one who holds 6 per cent bonds 
will hereafter get 2% per cent. The one loses 
four-ninths of his income, the other seven- 
twelfths. And the one who loses most probably 
paid the most for his bonds. There is no 
element of equity conceivable in that. At least 
they might have been subjected to a reduction 
in proportion to the incomes they had bought 
and paid for. 

The pretension is made that this is “bringing 


the wages of money into line with the wages 
of labor.” Perhaps so for the time. But noth- 
ing is suggested about giving the bond-holder 


more than 2'% per cent should the wages of 
labor go up to the former level, or beyond it. 
The whole inference is to the contrary. The 
interest rate is to be permanent at the new 
level, whatever may be the wage rates of the 
future and however high the cost of living may 
go. Fairness demands that there be a relation 
between the interest on money and the neces- 
sary expenses of living. The Alberta bond- 
holder is not even given hope that the wages of 
labor will*set his interest rate in future, though 
this is now claimed to be the standard by which 
his rate is being arbitrarily lowered. Where is 
the equity in this? 

It was reported unofficially but widely that
